Explains Reasons for Closing

On ， behalf of the Asian 
Women's Health Center， we 
regret to announce that the 


Center was required to close its 
clinic's doors on December 31， 
1986. While we are filled with 
sadness over this ， difficult 
decision， we wanted to take 
this opportunity to thank the 
community for its 20 years of 


Support and to explain the 
reasons for ouUr decision. 
In the 1960's，the Health 


Center was founded to meet the 
health and educational needs of 
monolingual Chinese women. 
Over the years we expanded 
OUIT goals in an effort to serve 
the needs of all Asian women 
until，in the 1970'S，we grew 
into a competitive health clinic 
ready to meet the evolving 
needs of our patients. 

Beginning in the early 1980?s， 
however，we watched with con- 
cern the emerging negative 
national health trends，particu- 
larly the reduction in federal 
and state family planning com- 
mitment and funding，the escal- 
insurance 
premiums and the increase in 
clinical and administrative 
operating costs. Because of 
these _ trends，the Health _ Center 
forsaw that it would be 
increasingly difficult to con- 
tinue to offer quality，personal- 


ized health care to our patients 


aS One Of the few remaining 
"free-standing" family planning 
clinics. 

Because of these trends， 
which affected health clinics 
across _ the country，the 1980's 
were difficult years， Nonethe- 
less，despite the growing Social 
and financial preSSsures on 
family planning Services，the 


了 Health Center held to its ideals， 
continued to provide the per- 
Sonalized health care that it 
believed was important to the 
communities lt Served and vigo- 
rOUSIyY explored every possible 
avenue in an effort to protect 
its independent status and asure 
its ability t0O piovide family 
planning services to its commu- 
nlities. 


INSURANCE 


In late 1986，however，the 
Health Center received official 
notice that it would 1lose 
approximately 60 percent of its 
total budget for calendar year 
1987._ Coupled with a 600 per- 
cent increase in malpractice 
inSurance premiums，the distinct 
possiblity that no coverage 
would be available in 1987，and 
acontinuing obligation for 
fixed “overhead expenses， the 
Board of Directors concluded 
that the only viable and accept- 
able option was to close our 


doors 

Over the years，the Health 
“Center has depended on its 
Community and staff to 


weather the crises in available 
reSoOuUrces and funding， while 
continuing to provide quality， 
personallized care to its patients. 
While the Center"s Staff has 
worked with Skill and dedica- 
tion， we concluded that the 
Center could not continue to 
provide Services in a crisis 
mode. 

While we feel saddened by

A majority of Americans 
resent affirmative action hiring 


and promotional goals for 
mlinorlities and women. Some 
minority group members feel 


uneasy and unsure about hiring 
goals and timetables because 
affirmative action opponents 
have cleverly perpetuated the 
Stereotype that affirmative 
action programs are designed to 
asSSlist unqualified workers. 

Last month，the US Supreme 
Court ruled that the temporary 
use Or quotas 1s constitutionally 
permissible and necessary to 
combat and remedy the_ effects 
of Systematic racial discrimina- 
tion against minorities (BEA 了 于 
222207060)SNASIanS 
Hispanics across _ the country 
Should feel encouraged that 
hiring and promotional quotas 
can and will be used as the 
last resort to integrate the 
workplace， 

In LS yy， Paradise involving 
Alabama state troopers，the US 
Supreme Court upheld a lower 
court's _ decision to impose a 
one-black-for-one-white promo- 
tional requirement against the 
Alabama Department of Public 
Safety in order to eradicate 
unequal treatment of minorities 
and to overcome footdragging 
by Alabama in developing bias- 
free promotional examinations. 
In 1972 the US District Court 
found that the Alabama De- 
partment of Public Safety had 
for more than 35 years System- 
atically excluded blacks from 
employment in violation of the 
equal protection provisions of 
the 14th Amendment， The Dis- 
trict Court barred all discrimi- 
natory hiring and promotional 


blacks and 


practices and ordered Alabama 
to hlire one black trooper for 
each whlte trooper until blacks 
constituted 2S$ percent of the 
State trooper force. (Blacks 
comprise 2$ percent of the 
workforce in Alabama.) 

The troubles of the black 
plaintiffs were far from over 
though. For the next _ eleven 
yearS，blacks state 'troopers had 
to 8gO back to the federal judge 
numerous times to compel the 
Public Safety Department to 
follow the court order. 

In 1974，blacks had to seek 
relief from the federal court 
becaase tcpPUblicn Safety 
Department was dragging its 
feet in hiring blacks， The fed- 
eral judge found that the 
defendant was artificially 
rcstricting the sizem of the 
trooper force and the number 
of new troopers hired. 

In 1977，black state troopers 
went back to federal court 
because of discriminatory pro- 
motional practices. The Public 
Safety Department argued un- 
Successfully that the original 
federal order did not include 
promotional considerations. In 
1979，the federal judge ordered 
the promotion of -four black 
State troopers to the next Tank 
of corporal.， The judge also 
gave the Department a period 
of one year to develop non- 
discriminatory promotional 
examinations for ranks corporal 
to captain. 


BIAS-FEREE EXAM 


FEour years later in 1983，the 
Public Safety Department still 
had not developed a bias-free 
promotional examination. The 
black state troopers had to turn 
again to the federal court for 
relief. The Public Safety 
Department then argued in vain 


that it was without legal 
authority and sufficiently 
trained personnel to design any 
pIomotlional examination and 
that the State Department of 
Personnel should bear the bur- 
den of coming up with an 
appropriate examination. 

At one point，the Public 
Safety Department indicated its 
willingness to promote only 
four blacks，out of a total of 
13 promotions._ The Department 
also tried to ask for an addi- 
tional fifth year to develop a 
promotional examination that 
would not have adverse impact 
against blacks. 


The federal judge did not 
buy this or any of the other 
arguments of the Public Safety 
Department. .With his patience 
thoroughly tested， the judge 
ordered 16 pbromotions to:the 
rank of -corporal on a one- 
black-for-one-white basis. Very 
importantly，the federal court 
conditioned this quota- on three

Asian Law Caucus Founders 
Recall Activist Beginnings 


SAN FRANCISCO = "We were prob- 
ably impractical and too daring forour own 
good，but it was fun stuff”said San Fran- 
cisco immigration attorney Michael G. \V. 
Lee，one of the founders of the Asian Law 
Caucus: 

Lee was one of a small group of ideal- 
istic activists who in 1972 started that non- 
profht public-interest law farm 

He and many of the other early found- 
ers and supporters 一 including Bay Area 
lawyers GOarrick Lew，Edwin Oshika，Eu- 
gene IJomine,， Dale Minami and Joe Moro- 
zumiand Alameda County JudgeKen Kawa- 
ichi 一 will all be present Saturday，April 4 
at the Sheraton Palace Hotel to celebrate 
the 15th year of the Caucnus，

“Eugene (TIomine)，Dale (Minami)， 
Joe (Morozumi) and I worked on federal 
draft cases，\We _ never lost one and we 
handled a lot of them”remembered Lee. 
“Eugene would do legal research; Dale 
would draft out these wonderful but some- 
what incoherent drafts，and I would pull 
them together like an editor. We were a 
good team and a good working relationship 
was established 2” 

One person who met them during this 
time was GOarrick Lew， then a law student 
working with Oakland Chinatown youths. 
He attributes much of the Caucus” begin- 
nings to the activist atmosphere that existed 
then. 

At the time there was a lot of talk 
about community interest: serving the com- 
munity，getting skills and going back to 
serve the community. We had discussions 
about public-interest law and the need to 
address specifc needs of the Asian com- 
munity. 

“There were a lot of evening meet- 
ings，beer and comic books; and there was 
the fve-year plan by Ken (Kawaichi). The 
Caucus was part of that plan”Lew said. 
The plan became concrete on a fateful 
Saturday afternoon，after a hard game of 
basketball at the Oakland High School 
grounds. 

“We saw a storefront across the street 
and took the money Dale had made from 
representing the draft resisters 一 ahout$600 
or $700 一 and rented the place. This was 
all done without real foresight”laughed 
Lew.“ [Theoretically we wereokaybutfinan- 
cially we were idiots! 必 

He then recalls“hustling”local busi- 
nesses，SUch as Sears，Montgomery Ward 
and Pacifc Bell， to donate desks, fle cabi 
nets and other used equipment to set up the 
ofce. 

工 he fnrst few days were “relatively not 


busy”said Lee.“I remember one morning 
showing up at work and looking at each 
other and saying,'“\Where are all the people 
who need our help72” 

Afterthatbriefrespite, thepace quick- 
ened and the fedgling law oftce picked up 
momentum，attracting law students and 
other volunteers， 

The frst major case the Caucus took 
on involved police sweeps in Chinatown， 
with the SF police pulling youths out of 
restaurants and pool halls foridentiftcation， 
recalled Lew， who now specializes in crimi- 
nal ljaw and still represents many youths. 

“They couldn't tell the kids apart, felt 
they all looked alike So, they wanted to 
Sweep all the Chinatown youths and begin 


dossiers on them- whonm thevhunewut wrh， 


whuom they talked ro、 Well said Lew chs 
was illesgal，uncwnstitutional” 

To hght the police practice，said Lee， 
“everybody chipped in and turned in in- 
credible amounts of work. We worked till 
midnight and didn't think anything of it. 
From then on，we knew we could make it2” 
This initial effort succeeded . 

The Caucus next represented taxpayers 
and concerned persons in a lawsuit abonut 
redevelopment in Oakland Chinatown and 
Asian American workers at Blue Shield 
who alleged employment discrimination

mative Action and a task force 
member.

Both the U.S Department of 
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Justice and the Office for Civil 
Rights of the -U.S Department 
of Education have Said they 
may investigate alleged civil 
rights violations against ASsian 
American applicants in Amer- 
ica'"s leading _ universities. 
However， neither agency has 
launched a formal investigation 
yet.

manufacturing company. 


Ihe Foundation was able to 
ralse over $80.000 from other 
foundations， corporations and

ASIANS GETTING LESS 


Nationwide，less than one 
percent of all foundation giving 
goes to ASian programs and the 
Situation is not much different 
locally. For the most socially 
reSponsive foundations in the 
Bay Area，Support for Asian 
pbT08rams Tarely exceeds five 
percent. "Asians are not a high 
priority when it comes to fund- 
ing,”Ssaid Holl. 


"My personal goal,” stated 
Holl，”"is to build an organiza- 
tion which will be able to 
distribute at least half a 
million dollars a year to Asian 
causes in the Bay Area within 


the next five years.”To achlieve 
that 8goal the Foundation will 
need to accumnulate at least 9$5 
miltioa in charitable assets-. 


Holl sees as one of his main 
tasks the expansion of the 
original scope of the FEounda- 
tion which was 1limited to 
funding only employment-re- 
lated projects in Oakland. "It is 
the role of this_ foundation to 
ralse funds and to _ influence 
other funding  _ sources to 
address the needs of the Asian 
community,”Holl asserted. 


Board chair Yee elaborates， 
"What we would 1like to do，is 
lnvolve Asians from throughout 
the Bay Area to represent_ vari- 
ous constituencies while also 
contributing to _ the planning 
and implementation of a _ more 
reglonally based effort. In this 
regard，we hope to develop and 
test Our Organizational capacity 
in the East Bay first." 
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
